The time for summerfal!owing, 
that most easential operation of 


Western agriculture. is with us 


again, 


Summerfallowing is anancient 
practise In most countries it is 
practised only to destroy weeds, 
for weeds undoubtedly are a 
most effective means of depriy- 
ing the soil of precious moisture, 
and so of causing a heavy loss 
in. crop. yield. In Western 
Canada,° however,, summerfal- 
lowing is usually done for an 
even more important reason, 
which is to conserve an extra 
year’s supply of moistire, and so 
to gain a better assurance of a 
crop the following year. 


Records reveal that the best 
rains in our Prairie Provinces 
fall as a rule earlyin Juue. The 
aarlier, therefore, that summer- 
fallowing can be done, obviously 
the more moisture will be con- 
served, and also of course early 
cultivation means that less weeds 
will grow. 


Plonghing, unfortunately. 
while it kills weeds is 4 great 
dissipator of moisture. Where- 
ever it is posible, therefore. 
aurtace cultivation only of the 
summerfallow, either with the 
one way disc, or the duckfoot 
cultivator, should be done, tor 
this method will conserve more 
moisture than ploughing. If. 
however, a field is infested with 
well-rooted perennials then the 
plough may have to be used, but 
in general ploughing should be 
avoided if at all possible,

In the earlier years of his life, 
the Duke of York, whois now 
King George the Sixth, did not 
in the lime- 
light on account of his activities 
at school or college, his intensive 
training in the Navy, his active 
service in the World War, and 
fora time due to his serious 
handicap of poor health, but 
when the World War was over 
the second son of the King re- 
lieved his father and_ eldest 
brother from many of their bur- 
dens of public life.

But the real public 
duties of the Duke increased 
rapidly right after bis marrisgf 
to Lady Elizabeth Bowe

In 192% the Duke and Duchess 
of York travelled to Belgrade 
where the Duke represented the 
King at the christening of Prinve 
Peter, the infant son of King 
Alexander and Queen Marie. In

Instead of attempting 
a questionable venture, the 
Party motored to the Natural 
Bridge west of Field and to the 
very lovely Emerald Lake In 
speaking of Emerald Lake one 
student remarked,” It was the 
most lovely and peaceful scene I 
ever saw—a place where one 
could forget the talk about little 
things and about terrible things, 
like trouble and war.”
